avicualling houſe in Fa. Chavk laze, the lo!oitiz of 
the aforeſaid Samuel the Jew, to enquire afcer the 
man that was that day with hi in Fc her {unes And 
beinc well acquaiared with the ſaid Jew, at firſt ſighe 
bid them welcome, and cauled them to go up into his 
Chamber with him, where preſently he eſpied 
the {aid Co:chman being very jovial, there being 8 or 
Ic Tews moreat that time in the room with him,& myu- 
fick playing to him Capt:B/azcy andCapt.iVilmore after 
they þad ſtayed above a ſhort time, came down, and 
called up-7:r. 24:n70ck and Mr. Eccleſton, who ſtayed 
at the door below; And then all went up with their 
ſwords drawn. Capt. z3laney defiring them to ſecure 
the door, layed hands on the ſt ns Þ murtherer,and 
told him (preſenting his piſtoll to his breſt) that he 
was his Priſoner, which ſtriking amazement to the 
reſt of the Jews, they cryed out, what do you cometo 
murther us? Then was filence made, the murtherer 
being ſearched by Mr. Marnock and Mr. Eccleſtone , 
they found only a naked knife, and two dollorsand 
ſome other {mall _— about him. 

Then Capt. Blarxey a 
was that with him offered the ſhavie or hanger at his 
ſhop on fryday and ſaturday laſt, which he denyed, 
and ſaid, that he had no ſuch man 3; Upon which the 
maid'of the houſe was called, and was aſkt how long it 
was {ince that Gentlemans man was there, the ſaid a- 


| beut 2 hours before, but ſt:1] he diſowned any ſervanr, 


- Then they ſending for a Conſtable, charged him to 
take that perſon into ſafe cuſtody upon ſuſpition of 
murder. Then enquiring after his lodging, went thi- 
ther to inquire for thePage,who then went for the ſaid 
Coach-mans ſervant, he {tyling himſelf a Merchant, 
which was at the houſe of one Mis. Greembark; and 
coming thither they enquired for the Jews ms eo

ed the Jew, where his man 
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rep!i:d that he was gone © SONS with his Maſters 
Trunk and Portmantle, and that he would return 
that night or the next morning;they commanded her 
to ſecure all-that belonged to the faid pretended Mer- 
chantor ſervant, {be having in her cuſtody a bag con- 
taining 125 French crowns, his ſhavel and hanger co- 
vered with ctimſon Velvet ſutable to his furniture, 
a very rich Saddle with 2 bridles and ſome other 
things belonging to the Prince ; Then gojng backto 
the Priſoner, they had him before the Lord! Mayor . 
where he was examined, but would confeſs nothing, 
only that he was lately Interpreter to the Prince of 
Conde, where he had got ſome Eſtate. ', 
After they purſuing their enquiry,underſtood wh 

was the Porter that carryed away the Trunk, and 
finding him he informed them where he left the 
Trunk, and the Page, which was at the fign of the 
Fluſhing near St. Katherns. They repairing thither a-: 
bout 10 a clock at night found kim in bed, where was 
alfo the Trunk and Port-mantle; they feized on him, 
and commited him to the Coxzter for that night. The 
next.morning being carried before the Lord Mayor, 
he after ſome Interrogatories, and fair words to haye 
him-confeſs the truth; diſcovered in his confeflion the ©
